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14, Today, with all the world held in the grip of war-fear, The Great White 
Brotherhood is much closer to the bewildered peoples of Earth than ever, 
The benevolent Power and Protection of the Great Souls Who compose this 
secret fraternity of the Christ is greater and more available in times of 
universal tribulation than in those years when Humanity is expressing more 
fully the genuine spirit of Christian Brotherhood and national peace.

18. Without a single exception, all of these organizations are utterly fraudulent 
The thousands of victimized students who have subscribed to the courses of 
these dishonest schemes is daily being added to my more victims, The wise 
student is immediately suspicious of the organization or individual maxing 
great claims for its expensive courses of self-development, presenting its 
teachers as men with extraordinary powers and miraculous imowledge-——all of 
which can be the instantaneous possession of the prospective student if he 
will but send in the required money. Let the buyer bewere, 


19, A student becomes a Member of the Great White Lodge of this Divine Brother= 
hood only after years of faithful, patient and loyal devotion to the highest 
standard of conduct, No college or school of the outer world approaches the 
intense program of preparation, instruction and examination vhich is required 
of every Probationer or Novice who wishes to, someday, become an honored 
Member of The Great White Brotherhood of the Ancient Wisdom-Religion. 


20. No one has ever become a ifember of the Great White Brotherhood through the 
purchase of courses or lessons, or buying membership in any way whatsoever. 
Every one who IS a ifember has eared his admission through service to Man~ 
kind and assistance to Humanity---only, No genuine Member of the Thite 
Lodge will allow his name to be attached to any commercial system of public 
instruction which advertises in public reading-matter or periodicals. 
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21.THR GREAT HITE LODGE AND ITS BROTHERHOOD OF THE CHRISTED LIGHT INVARIABLY 
works through the instrumentality of Groups, These Groups are arranged much 
in the same manner used by the great governmental agencies of all nations. 
There is at the top, one Supreme Head, similar to the xing or president of a 
nation. Inmediately below this Head is a small number of assistants, three or 
four, vho serve in the same way the cabinet serves the president of the U.S, 
As the delegated authority is spread over a larger and larger group of workers 
the authority itself becomed diluted, as it were, and subject to many other 
inf luences, However, unlike the various national agencies which have much 
power in their om right, the Supreme Director of The Great White Lodge may at 
any time send forth directives which change the rulings or decisions of the 
many lower groups of the lodge. Thus while the president of the U.S, had much 
authority, that authority is subject to the restrictions imposed upon it by our 
Congress. Such is not the case with the Great Lord of Light Who stands as the 
Supreme Head of the Ancient Fraternity of the White Lodge, His Word, His Author- 
ity and His Power are of so great a perfection that mistakes are never possible 
to Hin.

grcupy service, The amazing intelligence of the colonies of ants and bees, which 
cor sider only the security and perpetuation of the Group is the intelligence of 
God manifesting as brilliantly as He does through a colony of human beings. 

The nations of Earth are built upon this ancient and eternal idea of The Group. 
It is a matter of historical fact that the more primitive and less evolved 
nations are those with the most human beings, And as the Supreme Con sciousness 
of The Christ is realized in greater and greater measure we find the number of 
people growing less and less in those nations which manifest the greatest per 
fection of The Divine Idea,

3l. In every national history there are accounts of a single human soul rising 
up against the existing power of the king or ruler. This soil has attempted 
to change the status quo, either for better or for worse, but to change the 
existing state of affairs within his nation. Revolutions, rebellions, great 
cetastrophes are always the result of the conflict of the One against the Many, 
the single patriot against the despotic rule of the many. A little thought 
upon this point will reveal many interesting aspects of our human development. 


32, In our Muman body we find the same Lew of Resistance of the One against the 
Many. This can be either beneficial or disasterous. When one cell within an 
organ decides to depart from the basic pattern of the mny~-there is pain, 
sicimess and discomfort. If carried to sufficient lenght this single rebebl~- 
fous cell can bring about the death of the entire body. The process may be 
reversed and produce health and harmony, For in the case of a diseased organ 
it is only necessary for a single cell to be charged with sufficient strength 
and purity to begin its great recuperating action and, eventually, bring back 
the original idea of health and wellbeing in the body organs.

33, Thus a study of these two aspects of the Great Principle of Group action 
reveals many interesting factors, At first the soul is impelled to surrender 
itself to the destiny of the composite group, the complete family of souls. It 
4s carried along vith millions of others in order to give it the necessary 
foundation of normal development and evolution as part of a great whole. Then, 
little by little,it is prodded to think for itself, to oppose the mass action 
and to seek a more personalized life for its ow, And in this departure from 
the status quo, the average condition, it becanes conscious of the world in a 
broader sense, and the world, in turn, becomes conscious of this restless soul, 
And so begins the destiny of one more leader, thinker, inventor, way-shower. 


34, In the millions of students who make up the membership of the various groups 
‘ of “Truth-students" this same principle of Action and Re=action exists, And 
those students who make an especial effort to rise out of the level of the aver~ 
age congregation, the usual student-body, these are the Souls who attract the 
©. attention of The Elder Brothers of the Great White Lodge. To these vigorous 
Souls who are attenpting to throw off the yoke of mediocrity and the commonplace 
will come a special Call from on High. It is the Voice of The Masters sending 
encouragement and added strength to encourage these ambitious seexers to continue 
on in their attempt to rise higher ani higher on the Divine Ladder of Light.
